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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The Applicant's Amendments and Accompanying Remarl<s, filed November 1 6, 
2007, have been entered and have been carefully considered. Claims 1 - 15 are 
pending. The rejection is maintained. The invention as currently claimed is not found to 
be patentable for reasons herein below. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. Claims 1-15 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Qureshi et al. (US 2003/0049986 A1) in view of Goldade et al. (GB 2,187,466). 
The details of the rejection can be found in paragraphs 1 - 2 of the Office Action dated 
May 16, 2007. The rejection is maintained. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed November 16, 2007 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

5. Applicant argues that a skilled person would have no motivation to combine the 
references. The primary reference, Qureshi et al., teach an inner barrier layer 4 
impregnated with a vapor phase corrosion inhibitor in the range from 0.5 - 10% by 
weight. Applicant notes that Qureshi et al. states that the fabric may provide reliable 
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protection for a period of size months to two years. Applicant argues that one skilled in 
the art would not be motivated to alter or add to the corrosion protection system of 
Qureshi et al. because Qureshi et al. specifically states that extended and reliable 
corrosion protection is already provided. The Examiner submits that, Quershi et al. may 
have been satisfied with the level of protection provided by the use of only a vapor 
phase corrosion inhibitor, however, Goldade, the secondary reference, provides 
motivation for incorporating both contact and volatile corrosion inhibitors because it 
provides superior protection for metal article packaging (see Goldade, page 8, lines 20 - 
25). Additionally, all of the claimed elements were known in the prior art and one skilled 
in the art could have combined the elements as claimed with no change in their 
respective functions, and the combination would have yielded predictable results to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention. 

6. Applicant argues that it is very unlikely that the corrosion inhibitor system of 
Goldade et al. can be combined with the multilayer fabric of Qureshi et al. to produce 
Applicant's claimed sheet material. Applicant argues that Goldade provides no 
suggestion that the film-like material could be laminated to a scrim. The Examiner is not 
attempting to modify the film-like material of Goldade but instead provide motivation to 
use the combination of the contact corrosion inhibitor and the volatile corrosion inhibitor 
in the film/scrim laminate of Qureshi et al. Additionally, the Examiner is not relying on 
Goldade to teach the incorporation of mineral oil into the film layer. The Examiner only 
relies on Qureshi et al. to provide motivation to use both a contact corrosion inhibitor 
and a volatile corrosion inhibitor.
